that special trade. If there were 
any chance of a Cabinet minister 


feeling his own scalp in danger, or - 


of his frantically scouring the 
country for his lost wife or child— 
then, these things would be altered: 
It is because we of the mountains 


know what an Indian is and feel. 


what he does, that we hate him and 


desire his death; while, on the 


other hand, it is because the author- 


ities know nothing about Indians. 


that they issue commissions to in- 


vestigate imaginary massacres of 


unofiending people. The only sin 
a commander in an Indian war can 
commit (except being beaten) is to 
leave one of the accursed maraud- 
ers alive, that it is in his power to 


kill. The sight of a few .scalped 
and mutilated women and children, 
rotting on the prairies, would change 


the tone of the 
friends. 


poor Indian’s 
The fact is that thé In- 


dian is, practically, a wild beast 


with human cunning ; and. exper- 


ience shows, yearly, that tbe men 


educated in the East become, on 


their return to their tribes, with 


scarcely a single exception, the 


most brutal and remorseless of their 


race. 
grizzly, and to demand that an In- 
d:an should be spared, is, in our 
judgment, a monstrous absurdity.”’ 
The writer says he has never 
heard of a truce to highwaymen, 
and is opposed to treaties with 
Indians. ‘“Kiil enough of them,” 
he says, “and it will be the sign- 
ing, sealing and delivering if 
treaty that they will not break 
till the last trumpet shall sound.”

The Glorious Celebration. = 


The Fourth was celebrated here last 
Tuesday in a style and manner wortby 
any city of eur size in the East or in the 
West. It wae a creat, a grand, a joyous 
gala dayin Salt Lake City and Camp 
Douglas. The custom of commemora- | 
ting the Nation's birth came to us with 
a new significance, at this special time 
—with a country tried and proved. It 
wus. as well, a celebration worthy of the 
great cause of Union and Independence 
—worthy. of our redemption from threat- 
ened national destruction. It was wor- 
thy the priociples which its founders 
fought to popularize, and worthy of the 
Peace which our brave troops triumph- 
antly have won. It is thus cherishing 
the remembrances of patriotism, that our 
people will learn to love nationality, 
obey the laws, and foster freedom of 
speech and action in these mountain 
canons. 
What did we commemorate? Not 
brave, contested battles, big with inter- 


ling beroism to hold subjects still in 
slavery, while crowning some great pet- 
ty tyranny with V’reedom. No. We 
commemorated the great truth which 
philosophy and religion have been teach- 
ing for nearly nineteen centuries—-the 
immortal Declar of the equality 
and the rights of man, which has made 
us a great nation, multiplied our thirteen 
struggling colonics into thirty-five great 
States. with Territories rich in precious 
metals and ‘in patriotism as well.—that 
Union, which bas eplarged our empire, 
—and enriched our wide domaine-that 
Flag, which has clustered to its azure 
field the emblems of nearly two score of 
sovereignties in one—the glory of every 
loyal heart. 
THE FOURTH IN TOWN. 

At sunrise a salute of thirteen guns 
wus, fired; after which, the “Stars and 
Stripes” were hoisted high many a 
public and private building through the 
city. Presently the sound of martial 


music b:ought the people on the streets | 


eo that after breakfast tens of thousands 
were on the go, and going for the grounds 
of rendezvous. 
PROCESSION 

Tbrough the principal streets was a pa- 
geant of immensity in numbers and ap- 
pearance. It was about a mile and a 
half in length, and took from thirty to 
forty minutes to pass a certain point. 
The flags and banners streaming from | 
the heads and centres of the several col- 
umns; the coaches, carriages and wa- 
gons adorned with designs and respiend- 
ent with the Stars and Stripes ; the live- 
Jy music from the bands ; the throngs of 
spectaters on foot, on horseback and in 
carriages at every crossing of the streets; 
the insignia and workshops of mechan- 
ics and artisans, blacksmiths, carpenters, 
paioters. artists, gunsmiths, tinners, pho- 
tographers, etc., etc.. added an air of in- 
terest and reality to the mass of moving 
humanity. The telegraph force with their 
veritable ‘“ machines,’ the Overland 
Mail Coach, with appropriate emblems, 
flags and evergreen, the Overland Stage 
Coach with its corresponding display of 
mottoes, flags, etc., the mammoth *Moni- 
tor’ on wheels, with the graceful “God- 
dess of Liberty’ (Miss Hunter) standing 
ia the Temple’s dome; the sons of Vul- 
can with their ferge; the butchers with 
their meat carts; the horticulturists with 
their mammoth boquets, flower wreaths. 


the thirteen young men, representing 
the original colonies; the thirty-five 
young ladies, representing the States ; 
the nine young ladies. represeniing the 
Territories ; the three or four hundred 
young ladies of the Musical and Dra- 
matic Associations; the Masters and 
Misses of the several schools ; the citi- 
zens on foot, on horseback and in vebi- 
cles, all combined to make the grand 
procession an imposi&. grand success. 

Jast think of it, ye distant readers, of 


the same size and years—about the in- 
teresting age of cighteen—in double file 
--‘ollowed by squads of sixties or hun- 
dreds, of different (but also uniform) 
age and dress. If we were asked the 
question after this, ‘‘What’s the chief 
product of Utah?” we wonld unguali- 
fiedly answer “Girls”! They, those 
several companies of young ladies and 
Mieses were dressed in the sweetest acme 
of good taste -- white, with blue sashes, 
charming toilets, white flower wreatbs. 
white kids, rosettes, parasols &c., per- 
fectly aggravating, en masse, to the 
mass of masculine spectators. At the 
seminary exbibitions in the cities uf the 
east, the girls couldn't «get themselves 
up” in better shape than those appeared 
on this occation. 
AT THE BOWERY 
There must have been ten thousand in 
and about the new temple or tabernacle 
square. and in the “ Bowery,” to hear 
the speeches, songs and other exercises. 
Judge J. F. Kinney read the Declara- 
tion. Tbe oration was delivered by Geo. 
Q. Cannon, a dignitary of the Church.

As never before, in the 
most prosperous days of the Republic, 
we have God! and all the forces of God,

. But to appreciate the grandeur and 
strength of our position, as after four 
years of terrible war, we stand victor- 
ious, chastened, but enobled ; to be able 
to take ir something of the glory of our 
country, when the seed principles, ecat- 
tered broadeast in her battle furroughed 
fields, watered with the blood of her 
magnanimous sacrifices, and with the 
fructifying dews of her mighty sorrows, 
shall ripen into a harvest, on the plains 
of America. 

Let us briefiy review the past; retrac- 

ing the path of toil, peril, and sacrifice, 
by which we have reached the proud ein- 
inence of progress; the lofty mount of 
vision, from which to-day, though sad- 
dened, we gaze exulting. 
In thought iben: I go back to the pe- 
riod of the great uprisiug; when by 
nameiess taunts and insults, and at last, 
by the crowning act of treason, the fir- 
ing upon the old flag at Sumter. a migh-

I see the thousands of my countrymen, 
leiving their peaceful avocations, aban- 
doning tbe farm, the shop, the desk. the 
study, the marts of trade, aud the balls of 
leain ng; tearing theniselves away trom 


‘home, and from all earth’s loved 


eudearing scenes; crowding io eager 
bands, in vast multitudes to the contest 
of organization. tu the camp, and to the 
field; calm with the deliberations of 
valor, but glorious, with the purposes 
of freedom; at the call of patriotisin, 
pressing out to war's fiery front, wel- 
coming death itself, for the honor of 
the Republic. 


zens:—This is a glad day, the most 
glorious Fourth that ever dawned upon 
the Republic. richer in the elements of 
progress, fairer in promise for tbe future, 
pouring its splendors over the mouo- 
tain topsof the Jand we call our coun- 
trv, flooding with ligbt and hope tbe 
valleys of conflict and of death, enkindl- 
ing ten thonsand fires of glad anticipa- 
tion and deathless promise forthe op-

oppressions of ages avenged. | 

Yes! this is a thrice glorious day. | 
Where is the patriot whose heart dves | 
net beat high with hope, to-day, for his | 
country, and for the triumph of the prin- | 
ciples for which we bave made so many, 
and such costly sacrifices. 

While paying the tribute of tender | 
sorrow to tbe fallen brave, tbe martyrs 
of liberty, that, at Donnelson. at Shilob, 
at Chancellorville, at Petersburg, and 
everywhere on America’s bundred bat- 
tle fields, slumber beneuth the soil re- 
dvemed by their blood; and while re- 
cognizing, with lofty pride, the great 
daeds of the illustrious beroes who still 
live, to receive the crown of the nation’s 
gratitude, to be welcomed home aa the 
deliverers, and everywhere garlanded as | 
victors ; let us rejoice, with a calm and | 
chastened joy, the indications of stable 
peace, and in the outg:eamings we are 
already permitted to behold of the ex- 
ceeding glory of tte coming destiny of 
the Republic. 

To-day, the storm of battle is stilled, | 
the warring elements ca!med.the conflict | 
that for four years raged and deepened. | 
rending a continent and spreading dis- | 
may through the heart of a world, is | 
ended ; the cloud that closed dense and : 
awful over the Republic, draping it with | 
mourning, clothing it in the habiliments | 
of woe, presagivg direful disastets, the 
utter chavs of Republican institutions. | 
a sepulcher for our fondest hopes, over | 
which noresurection morn would ever 
dawn, is rolled away by tbe hand of the 
Eternal God. The sun of justice, pro- 
gress. and liberty, is bursting through tbe 
terrible gloom, shining more resplend- 
ently than if it Lad never been veiled, 
by the storm of disaster, and obscured 
by the night of perils. 

Cunt: mplating our present positien | 
and the ivevitable future that awaits us, 
have we not cause for gratitude and 
bope. The storm that swept the bosom 
of the Republic, threatening to engulph 
our fondest hopes, bas but purified the 
atmosphere, imparting to it new ele- 
ments of national life; whet seemed to 
be tue forces of destruction bave, by the 
divine touch of liberty. been transform- 
ed into the powers of greatness and of 
exceeding grandeur to the Republic ; it 
is only the morrow after the conflict, it 
is only the dawn of liberty, yet our 
priceless interests and those of coming 
cenerations, stand more secure to-day 
than ever. 

Even while we are bending in sorrow 
over the graves of our fallen herocs. 
never had we such cause to hope for the 
Repnblic and for the interests of hu- 
manity, committed to her sacred guar- 
dianship, and to be shielded as her life 

With the Union virtually restored: 
with fruitful causes of division and strife 
eradicated ; witb new elements of beau- 
ty and power everywhere at work ; and 
processes evolving under the sanction 
and the smile of God; to exalt, enoble 
and embelish tbe once torn and divided 
nation; to wipe ber tears, to heal her 
wounds, to restore her waste places; to 
uplift her to a prouder position than 
ever among the nations; investing the 
name of American citizenship with a 
sort of divine sacredness; giving it an 
excellence, a charm,a worth, to be more 
ardently coveted by lofty minds, than 
all the boasted titles in the heraldry of 
despotism ; and with the old starry flag 
floating in the breeze of every State, 
waving io proud and undisputed su-

The Division in‘the Mormon Church. 


A letter from Joseph Smith, leader of the 
Mormon opposition to Brighum Young, 
defining his creed, etc. 

Piano, May 22, 1865. 

Seeing in your issue of the 19th inst., 
among the “Gleanings,” an item refer- 
ing to “Trouble amovg Mormons,’’ and 
being one of tbe individuals refered to 
in that article of news, I thought a line 
from me, concerning the difference ex- 
isting as to points of doctrine between 
Brigham Young and myself, might not 
be uninteresting to your readers. 

I an. aware of the impracil»ility of 
making the news journals of the day the 
vebicle of quarrels between churchmen, 
or religious monomaniacs ; but as those 
journals give shape, in a great measure, 
to the opinion of the public, I am in 
hopes that a few lines may not be con- 
sidered amiss in tbis bebalf. 

Philanthropists and- reformers have 
never occupied an coviable position at 
the outset of their career, in the estima- 
tion of mankind, however trutbful time 
may have proved their theories to be. 
Thus. in the item to which I refer, I am 
placed before the publi¢ as an antago- 
nist to Brigham Young,.in a contest for 
the possible emoluments of aruler. This 
is indirectly true ; but if this were the 
only ambition tbat stired me to effort 
(premisiag that success was attainable 
under the auspices by which the tennre 
of his office is beld.) then you. and all 
others within the influence of a healthier 
state of moral ethics, mizht with pro- 
priety, declare the ambition fo bea base 
one. 

Regarded as an item of news only, 

giving notice that a new sect bas come 

into existence, it is five years too late, 
for. during the last tive years, while the 
nation has been struggling with the 

Soutbera rebellion, I. with many others, 

bave been engaged in an endeavor to 

arrest the progress of Utah Mormonism. 

It might be infered by some, tbat I was 

in the Territory of Utah, waging tbis 

dispute with Brigham, while the truth 
is. | have never been west ef Omaha, 

Nebraska, and bave never seen the Mecca 

of modern polygamic believers. 

I ain not alone in this contest, for ris- 
ing of ten thousand earnest mioded men 
and women are united at tbe present 
lime ina faith as fatal to the creed of 
Brigham Young and fellow betievers, as 
was the command: “Thou shalt have no 
other God before me,” to the idolatrous 
worshipers of the day in which the words 
were uttered. 

We are scattered from tbe shores of 

Maine, to the thriving*cities on the west 

shore of California, on this land and 

over the sea, whence have come the 
many thousands of those who have gone 
to Utah, we are earnestly striving to 
make head against the perverters of 

Christ. 

Lest this letter should become too in- 
trusive, | will brietly state some points 
of difference between our faith and doc- 
trines and that of Brigham Young. 

We worship God, and not Adam. 

We beiieve this to be a gathering dis- 
pensation, but do rot believe in gather- 
ing to the Salt Land. © 

We believe that loyalty is becoming 
the christian; and do not believe tbat 
rebellion and sedition are justifiable in 
any people whose rights are guaranteed 
to them by a beneficient government. 

I now quote froin a book published in 
1845, onetyear after my futher was killed, 
and since republished by us in 1864. It 
is a book called the Doctrines and Cov- 


enants of the Church,” and is to us in } 


the place of a book of decipline. In an 
article on marriage, it declared: 

‘*‘We believe that one man should 
have but one wife; and one woman but 
one husband, except in case of death, 
when either is at liberty to marry again.”’ 

This was published by the church dur- 
ing the regime of lawa under which it was 
existing at my father’s death, which took 
pre in June, 1845, and the difference 

etween myself and. Brigham, is easily 
measured, when I affirm tbe foregoing 
quotation as being my belief on that 
point. 

Inthe Book of Mormon, which has 
been so commonly known as the Mor- 
mon Bible, aud which is by all so-called 
‘“‘mormons’’ received as good 


in mooted questions, there occurs the fol- 


lowing emphatic language : 

“Behold, David and Svlomon trul 
had many wives and concubines, which 
thing was abominable before me, saith 
the Lord,” wherefore, my brethren, hear 
me, and hearken to the word of the Lord, 
for there shall not any man among you 
have save it be one wife ; and concu- 
bines he shall have none.” 

We, therefore, believe that it is Jawful 
in the sight of God and man to have one 


, wife; and do not believe it to be lawful 


for any man to havea plurality of wives. 

We believe tit murder, arson, theft, 
and, in fact, all the crimes known to the 
code, are criminal in any one, and do 
not believe that God commands men to 
disregard the rights of his fellow-men in 
any particular. | 

We believe there is one body and one 
spirit, even as men are called in one hope 
of their ealling. One Lord, one faith, 
one baptism, one God and Father of all. 
who is above all, through all, and in all. 
We believe that men will be punished for 
their own sins, and not for Adam's trans- 
gressions. We believe that God is no 


respector of persons; but that whoever 
feareth Him, and worketh righteousness, 
in every nation, is accepted of bim.

FORT CHURCHILL, June 20.— 
Thinking that some of your readers 
might wish to learn of the doings 
of the California Battalion which 
has recently come among you, it 
occurred to me that perhaps a short 
sketch of our march over the moun- 

ins and the subsequent disposi- 
tion of the troops might not be un- 
interesting to many. 

The battalion consists of two 
companies of the Sixth Infantry, 
California Volunteers—--Company I, 
under Captain A. Hahn, and Com- 
pany D, under Captain J. H. Hill, 
and allunder the immediate com- 
mand of Major M. O’Brien, a thor- 
ough soldier and perfect gentleman, 
who looks out for the interest of 
his men and is extremely popular. 

The command left Benicia Bar- 
racks on the evening of the 3d and 
gexived here on the 14th, making 

e trip in eleven days. We came 
from Benicia to Sacramento by 
steamer, and thence to Latrobe by 
railroad.. The first day thereafter 
we marched eighteen miles, and the 
following days from eight to twen- 
ty-two miles, the men, as a general 
thing, standing the trip exceeding- 
ly well. Upon our arrival here we 
found but twenty-five or thirty men 


in garrison. After a rest of three 
days, orce¥s were received for Com- | 


pany D together with Company B 
of the Second California Cavalry 
to proceed to Surprise Valley. 
They left on the 19th, and, if they 
should succeed in finding the red- 
skins, you may expect to hear a 
ood account from the California 
Now, that there is a sufficient 
force among the Indians to conquer 
an effectual peace, I say let it be 
done, and forever remove the pre 
vailing fear of the treacherous abo- 
rigines; for, were it not for their 
depredations at times, your beauti- 
ful State would ere long be exten- 
sively populated, and a multiplici- 
of smiling towns dot the valleys 
that now remain in their primitive 
loveliness and pristine beauty. An 
extensive. tract of country would 
be opened to the hardy prospector, 
and as time progressed you would 
be called upon to chronicle “huge 
strikes,” “big yields,’ and “im- 
mense dividends.” The fact is pa- 
tent to every intelligent mind that 
the mineral resources of this State 
afe as yet undeveloped. It is the 
opinion of many with whom I have 
conversed that when the Indians 
are effectually subdued, this State 
will march on to weath and great- 
ness with gigantic strides. Not in. 
the annals of civilization can an in- 
stance be found of a country im- 
proving as this State has within 
the‘Tast four years. “ But this is a 
progressive age, and, verily, the 
American people es fast one.
